othor FOIA litigation, with myself under oatli, I allegd perjury arainst the 

FBI, including its lab, repeatedly and weis never refuted. 

Among the countleosjuiustrations of FBI Lab lies and distortions and misreiH 

resentations in the JFK case, I cite its known testing of the patch on the curbstone

I*ve no\J read the Washinfrton Post*s stories this morning on '^hitehurst and 
from tlt| trial. There axe readily available illustrations from the record of wliat 
^hitehurst, obviously in the inter'- st^f the FBI, complained about. I do not take time 
no\^ for all of them but will give you some illustrcions from the sworn and public records# 
Herb MacBonnell can testify, as he already has, to the FBI’s misleading lab 
attestion to get James Earl Hay extradicted, the attestation that was also used for 
othrr’ purposes# Hay*s extradition was illegal. 

lab agent Robert Frazier executed an affi^lavit in whiclq he attested that 
tliere were inauffient marks of distinction for comparison on the remant of bullet 
removed from J&r# ^Ing’s body. After examining that remnant wit(; the naked^J^ and 
considering also th way ^rai^i'.nr’s affidavit was worded along witj) my by then fairly 
extensive experience id.tii the FBI cuid its la^id testimony, I asked Herb to be out 
expert witness-without ever have met him# I took him to clerk’s offied and hd 

examined tliat specimen witli liio mirroscopo and then took pictures I am confident he 
still has# He testified that given tliat specimen^ and the rifle allegedly used in the 
crime he could state positively that it had been or had not been used in the crime# I 
am, by the way, cerajtin it was not used in the crime and I wets before I asked Herb to 
be ouf expert# Tliat was in the evidentiary hearing to determine whether Hay would get 
the trial lie’s never had# 

I asked Herb to exmine the windowsill the FBI says the rifle was rested on 
when fired# Herb testified it was not possible to determine even the class of impli- 
ment that caused the visible dent but that it was most likely a ball-J>ein hammer# 

He also testified tliat for the shot to liave been fired as officially alleged 
the rifleman and part of his rifle would have had to have been inside the wall of that 
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room* There was no rebuttal offfered by the state or by the FBfl), 

Mhit%?ur 3 t states that in a cited case the FBI lob used agents who were not 
quai.ified to attest as they did* Tliat was SOP in the JFK assassination. 

Francis Gallagher was the Lab spectrographor and he arrung d for the neutron 
activation analysis in tluit case. The latter was kept entirely secret until I got from 
thu AKC's successor its copies. I joined it and the FBI in CA 75-226. Bu^Gallgher did 
nlrt; testil'jr to eitlier before the Warren ^onunission. Frazier, who specif ieil he was 
not tho one who did the work, teotified instead of Gallaglior, He testified to what he 
had to know was impossible about that above-mentioned curbstone i mpact, that it could 
have been caused by the core of a bullet. His notes tiiat I have actually say what 
lie did not testify to, that it could have been caused by an automobile wheelweight! 

But tlie suspicious re|ultB of Gallagher's speCtrographic examination of the scrapings 
of th 0 ~ 5 nrsmear where they all knew there had been a hole liad to tell ^’razier he was 
testifying falsely. Gallagher detected only Jliree of the 11 or ^2 known components of 
the alleged bullet. 

Gallagher was the afterthought Ctramission last witness, to testified that 
paraffin tests are no good and thus are not used. ^ knew the irolice paraffin ats 
tests of Oswald's cheek were exct^paroiy. The tedts are definitive in exculpating, not 
in incriminating becautfb other aystances can contain wliat bullets contiin. In 1975 I 
published the results of the Gallagher-supervised neutraon activation analysis and the 
tests at Oak Ridge. They exculpate Oswfad, The FBI had made no comment on this in 20 
years. 

Wliitohurst says wrong reports were provided. Kilty of the I^b did that when 
wo deposed liim and we liave the stenograpliic transcripts, ^sor and ■*•. We hhowed 
Frazier on FBI picture it had not geven the Vlarren 'commission, i^t is of the Pr . aidant's 
shirt collar that th^ J^I ^^stified had been transitted by the magic bullet. The ptetur^ 
prove!-, tliat did noU bapiien. When we prossed 1*’razior he testified that he had asked for 
an e:iamination by a I«b hair*' and fibers expert. Tlie:' kept that from me, Hlty allegedly 
pi-ovide.l it on deposition. The fx-azier report he provided was not the one to which 
Frazier tostifed and from its content could not huve been. 

FBI Lab agent testified by affidavit in my CA 75-226 that if it gave me the 
resists of its nonsecret scientific testing its eystem of informers would crumble into 
ruins! It was over this mendacity tliat the Act was amended in 1975 only to be f2> Homed 
by endless more FBI mendacity in ensuing litigation a little of hich is indicatedi^flh 
above.

FBI I«ib agont Ifjnidal Shaneyfolt is the one who knowing that the curbstone had 
been patched had it dug up and flovai to the Lab for the ^hony testing.He then testified 
tliat the alleged "smear" where the hole liad been was the original impact and that it 
cbuld have ben caused, as t now remember, by the core of a bullet, had to knowif 
the patch was a concrete ;|lpBate of visibly diffetflant color and texture*
